Interlocal agreement 
could bring job training

County Judge-Executive Wallace Taylor 
began Monday night’s fiscal court meeting 
by saying that he has a new appreciation for 
organ donors since he had back surgery a 
few weeks ago. Doctors used donor tissue 
to rebuild his spine. Taylor said he would 
encourage everyone to sign up to become 
an organ donor. 

Winchester Mayor Ed Burtner was 
present to address the council about an 
interlocal cooperative agreement with 
sixteen surrounding counties. 


The agreement disperses money 
throughout the Bluegrass Area 
Development District from the United 
States Department of Labor to provide job 
training and skill development. 

When Judge Taylor asked if the money 
could be used to fund an educational 
center, Burtner replied that it could be, at 
least in part. He gave an example of the 
vocational school in Clark County, where a 
portion of funds pay for training for juniors 
and seniors to learn specific industries and 
how to operate specific machines.

Call about a suicidal 
male leads to his arrest

An Estill County man 
was taken to jail after the 
Kentucky State Police 
received a call that he 
planned to kill himself. 

Trooper Robinson was 
dispatched to 100 Phylliss 
Ann Court after receiving 
reports that a male was 
suicidal there. 

Rebecca Brakefield, 
the caller, said that her 
boyfriend, Zachary A. 
Schoolar, 21, of 5650 
Purnace Junction, 

Ravenna, called her and 
said he had a gun and 
intended to kill himself. 
She told police that he was 
enroute to her residence 
with the gun. She said they 
are not married, but have 


children together. 

When Trooper 

Robinson arrived, he 
saw the vehicle in which 
Schoolar was reported to 
be. According to the police 
report, Robinson heard a 
man’s voice screaming and 
yelling. When Robinson 
entered the residence, 
he found Brakefield and 
Schoolar in the living 
room. He asked Schoolar 
to come outside and speak 
with him, and Schoolar 
went. 

Robinson said Schoolar 
smelled strongly of alcohol, 
his speech was slurred, 
and he was foaming at the 
mouth. 

Due to Schoolar’s 
behavior, Robinson

Estill County Public Library Director 
Glenn Kahmann gave a library board oral 
report, where he presented a lower library 
tax rate for approval. 

In other new business, Judge Taylor 
recommended the hiring of Terry Michelle 
Richardson for a home care aide position 
that was recently advertised. The court 
approved her hiring. 

One sealed bid was opened for Fire 
Department turnouts. That bid came from 
Greg Witt with First Due Fire/Rescue 
Equipment and was for $59,500. The court 
approved the lone bid per approval of Estill 
Fire Chief Derrick Muncie. 

Also accepted into the minutes were 
the library tax rate, the Board of Health 
tax rate, the Extension Service Tax Rate, 
the Ambulance Service Tax Rate, the 
Conservation District Tax Rate and the 
Red Lick Water Shed Tax Rate. All of 
those rates remained the same. The 2014 
Property Tax Rate form was approved as 
well. 

The treasurer’s report was approved, 
with a budget amendment for more than 
$84,000 in excess taxes. Judge Taylor said 
the money would be spent in the same 
areas from which the funds were received. 
Also approved was an intrafund transfer of 
$90,000 from the general fund to the jail 
fund.

recommended that the court look into a 
home incarceration program similar to the 
one in place in Madison County. He said 
it is much less expensive to operate, and 
inmates wear ankle bracelets to monitor 
their whereabouts and if they are abusing 
drugs or alcohol. 

Davis said the court system has seen a 
marked spike in the number of DUIs in 
the past couple of months. He said the last 
arraignment docket had 27 DUI’s listed in 
one day of court. Davis estimated that 95 
percent of those DUIs were pill-related or 
a combination of things. He noted that the 
courts are currently seeing very few pure 
alcohol DUIs. 

Jason Cox addressed the court with 
a question as the meeting was about to 
adjourn. He asked about applying rock to 
a school bus turnaround on Hudson Mill 
Road. 

Judge Taylor said the turnarounds are 
not the court’s responsibility, and that a 
couple of magistrates had spoken with 
school officials about the issue. Taylor said 
the county is willing to put the rock down 
if the school board will pay for it. 

After Taylor and Cox exchanged some 
heated words, Cox said, “If the school 
board and the county are that poor, I’ll 
rock it myself.”

considered him under the influence of 
a combination of alcohol and drugs. He 
reported that Schoolar became irate and 
started screaming and cussing at him. He 
said Schoolar told him he wanted to shoot 
and kill him as well as himself. 

When Robinson told Schoolar he was 
under arrest, he resisted having his hands 
cuffed. He was placed in the back of his 
vehicle for transport to Marcum and 
Wallace Hospital for an EMD and mental 
evaluation. 

Upon arrival at the hospital, Mr. 
Schoolar started screaming and yelling at 
the nurses. He spit on Trooper Robinson 
and kicked him. He threatened the 
nurses, and told Robinson that he planned 


on killing him when he got out of jail or 
out of his handcuffs. Due to his extreme 
belligerence, Schoolar was considered a 
danger to himself and everybody at the 
hospital. He was taken from the hospital 
to the Estill County Detention Center. 

He was charged with public intoxication- 
controlled substance, excluding alcohol; 
menacing; resisting arrest; assault, third 
degree, of a police officer; terroristic 
threatening, third degree; disorderly 
conduct, second degree; and three other 
charges, violations not stated. 

His bond was set at $20,000 cash, and 
he was ordered to have a psychiatric 
evaluation.

Poll: Kynect considered a success; voters still 
disapprove of the Affordable Care Act

A new poll again indicates that Kentuckians 
marginally approve of the state health-insurance 
exchange created under the federal health- 
reform law, but clearly disapprove of the law 
itself. 

The poll, taken Aug. 7-10, surveyed Kentuckians 
who said they were likely to vote in the Nov. 4 
election for the U.S. Senate. After questions about 
the Senate race, President Obama and the 2015 
governor’s race, would-be voters were asked, 
“Do you approve or disapprove of the Affordable 
Care Act?” then “Do you approve or disapprove 
of Kynect?” The terms were not defined; the 
Patient Protection and Affordable Care Act is 
widely known as Obamacare, so opinion of the 
president influences opinion of the law. 

Fifty-one percent said they disapproved of the 
law, while 34 percent said they approved and 14 
percent said they were not sure. But regarding 
Kynect, the brand for the insurance exchange, 34 
percent said they approved, 27 percent said they 
disapproved and 40 percent said they weren’t 
sure. The poll’s error margin, which applies to 
each figure, was plus or minus 3.1 percentage 
points. 

The more liberal voters were, the more likely 
they were to approve of the reform law and the 
insurance exchange. Among moderate voters, 
47 percent approved of both, while 36 percent 
disapproved of the law and only 17 percent 


disapproved of Kynect. The remainders were 
undecided. 

Women and Democrats were more likely 
to approve of both measures. Independents 
disapproved of the reform law more strongly 
than Republicans did, and were evenly divided 
about Kynect, but they were only 10 percent of 
the total, so the error margin for their results is 
almost 10 percentage points. 

When asked about “implementation of the 
Affordable Care Act,” 41 percent of self-described 
likely voters said it has been very successful or 
somewhat successful, while 54 percent said it had 
been very or somewhat unsuccessful. Six percent 
were undecided. The detailed percentages were: 
very successful, 15 percent; somewhat successful, 
26 percent; somewhat unsuccessful, 20 percent; 
and very unsuccessful, 34 percent. 

Asked about “implementation of Kynect,” 21 
percent said it has been very successful and 24 
percent said it has been somewhat succcessful, 
for a total of 45 percent. Sixteen percent said it 
has been somewhat unsuccessful and 13 percent 
said it has been very successful, for a total of 29 
percent. The other 26 percent said they were not 
sure. 

The survey was taken by Public Policy Polling, 
a North Carolina firm that usually polls for 
Democrats but produces results that have leaned 
only slightly Democratic. Eighty percent of the 
respondents were contacted by an automated 


telephone call and 20 percent were contacted 
through the Internet. The online respondents 
were more likely to approve of the law and 
Kynect. The main poll results are at http:// 
www.publicpolicypolling.com/main/2014/08/ 
me conn ell- leading -in -re -election -bid.

Nationally, opinions about the reform law 
“have been locked in partisan stasis, occasionally 
moving slightly up and down,” since it 
was enacted in March 2010, Kaiser Family 
Foundation President Drew Altman writes for 
The Wall Street Journal., citing the foundation’s 
polling. Altman adds that opinions of the law 
“are stuck in neutral because the law is a proxy 
for people’s feelings about the president and the 
direction of the country, which are similarly 
divided along partisan lines. For many voters, 
it is almost impossible to tell where opinion on 
Obamacare ends and opinion on its namesake 
begins.” Obama is unpopular in Kentucky, 
getting a 32 percent job-approval rating in the 
latest public, statewide poll.

Protecting Our Infants Act

Kentucky has a growing 
prescription drug abuse 
and heroin abuse problem, 
and the scope of the prob¬ 
lem is shocking. Our state 
has the nation’s third-high- 
est mortality rate from 
drug overdoses, which are 
largely driven by prescrip¬ 
tion painkillers. According 
to the Kentucky Office of 
Drug Control Policy, about 
1,000 Kentuckians a year 
fatally overdose on drugs— 
that’s more than are lost to 
fatal car crashes. Heroin 
deaths continue to climb 
and accounted for 32 per¬ 
cent of the drug overdose 
deaths last year. 

Earlier this year, I con¬ 
vened a listening session in 
Kentucky to hear from those 
closest to the problem, in¬ 
cluding professionals in the 
medical, public health, and 
law-enforcement fields as 


well as a brave young man 
who managed to break free 
from heroin addiction after 
seeing his friends overdose. 

One issue that was raised 
during this session that par¬ 
ticularly caught my sympa¬ 
thies was the increasing 
number of infants being 
born in Kentucky depen¬ 
dent on opiates in the form 
of prescription painkillers 
and heroin. Researchers es¬ 
timate that one baby every 
hour is now born nation¬ 
wide dependent on drugs 
and suffering from with¬ 
drawal. 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Department for 
Public Health, the number 
of hospitalizations due to 
newborn withdrawal in the 
Commonwealth increased 
from 29 in 2000 to more 
than 950 in 2013—a more 
than 3,000 percent increase, 
and an indicator of a very 
alarming trend. 


The situation is just 
heart-breaking. I say that 
especially as the father of 
three daughters. These chil¬ 
dren are the most innocent 
members of our society, 
and we must do all we can 
to protect them. 

Thankfully, Kentucky is 
taking this problem serious¬ 
ly. Both the Kentucky Peri¬ 
natal Association and the 
Kentucky Perinatal Quali¬ 
ty Initiative Collaborative 
are dedicated to reducing 
the number of infants born 
dependent on opiates. I ap¬ 
plaud their efforts. And I 
believe we can do more at 
the federal level to aid and 
assist their work. Maternal 
addiction and infant opiate 
dependency are epidemics 
that can best be overcome 
by effective coordination 
between those dedicated to 
fighting them at the state 
and federal levels. 

That’s why I recently in¬ 


troduced the Protecting 
Our Infants Act in the U.S. 
Senate, which is designed to 
address the scourge of opi¬ 
ate addiction in newborns, 
as well as their mothers. 

My bill will help identify 
and disseminate recom¬ 
mendations for preventing 
and treating maternal ad¬ 
diction so that we can re¬ 
duce the number of infants 
born dependent on opiates 
and other drugs. The bill 
would promote recommen¬ 
dations as to how to identify 
these babies born suffering 
from withdrawal, and how 
best to treat them. 

Also, because I heard 
during my listening session 
and in other forums about 
the importance of more 
research into infant with¬ 
drawal and its long-term 
effects, my bill would shine 
a spotlight on the problem 
and encourage more lead¬ 
ership from the federal 
government on this public 
health crisis. 


The Protecting Our In¬ 
fants Act would also en¬ 
courage the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention to work with states 
to improve the availability 
and quality of research data 
to help them respond more 
effectively to this public 
health epidemic. 

While there’s still more 
to be done, I believe my 
bill is a step in the right di¬ 
rection to help ensure that 
our public health system is 
better equipped to prevent 
and treat maternal opiate 
addiction and the resulting 
infants that are born depen¬ 
dent on opiates. 

We certainly must do all 
we can to confront the hu¬ 
man tragedy of babies born 
dependent on opiates and 
suffering from withdrawal. 
Helping the most innocent 
among us is our moral duty 
as caring members of soci¬ 
ety.

The buses are rolling....and we need your 
help! Now that school has started, we need 
parents, grandparents, and guardians to 
help at the bus stops. It is very important 
that students are prepared to load and un¬ 
load the bus on time. The morning riders 
should be at the bus stop ready to load 
when the bus arrives. The first student in 
the district is picked up at approximately 
6:10 am. Drop off at destination school is 
just before 8:00 am. This is an hour and 
forty minute ride to school! Delays wait¬ 
ing for students to come out only length¬ 
en the ride.The afternoon (pm ) route just 
reverses the morning route. The first stu¬ 
dent to get on in the morning is the last to 
get off in the afternoon. This is a problem 
area because some students (mainly pre¬ 
school through elementary) have parents/ 
guardians that are late or no shows at the 
bus stop locations. Bus drivers have to hold 
these students on the bus, radio the school, 
and wait on school staff to find someone to 
come pick up students. If no one shows, 
that student must be returned to school, 
waiting for someone to pick up. This pro¬ 
cess is time consuming. Therefore, the 
students that get off last are penalized the 


most by other students who are having 
trouble at the bus stop. 

Thankfully, this is a problem that can 
be easily fixed. First, parents/guardians 
can help by making a better effort at 
being “timely” at the bus stop. After the 
first week, each parent/guardian should 
have a timeframe of arrival for afternoon 
stops. Secondly, parents/guardians should 
communicate with schools if they aren’t 
going to be at the bus stop. After 2:00 
pm on the day of is not a good time to 
communicate these problems. It is too late 
to plan and very hectic in the office at that 
time of the day. A note the day of would 
suffice or a call earlier in the day. 

Overall the bus drivers and support staff 
do an excellent job in transporting our 
students to and from school. They deserve 
our commendation and full support. With 
a little extra effort at the bus stops, we can 
make their jobs easier and shorten the time 
our students spend on buses. Thanks for 
your attention to this matter.

Have any of you ever run 
barefooted outside into a 
warm summer rain and had 
the good luck to find a mud 
puddle? 

There is nothing that feels 
as good as standing there 
and squishing the mud 
through your toes. Squish, 
squish, and squish until it is 
just the right consistency 
As soon as the rain stops 
you begin to make mud pies. 
We did not have toy ovens 
to bake on when we were chil¬ 
dren, but when the sun popped 
out the rocks made a nice hot 
surface, and that is where we baked our mud pies. This 
was a long process and only the girls spent their days do¬ 
ing this. Some of the boys put small rocks in the mud and 
rolled them in the shape of balls and tried to make them 
into marbles. They did not last long, so the boys usually 
abandoned this and built dams and tried to hold the water 
long enough to sail their homemade boats. 

No one even thought about buying a toy. We all knew 
that if we wanted it, we made it. We never threw away a 
piece of wood or a scrap of cloth that could be fashioned 
into a sail for a boat, or, if we had enough time, a pirate’s 
ship. We had a pile of wood behind Remzy’s barn where 
we kept all our treasures, and when we needed something 
quick, we could get it. 

A bicycle rim was a real find, as soon as someone could 


find a long piece of wire from an old wire fence. Anyone 
who had the fixings for a hoop was really lucky. 

We also spent a lot of time playing a game that some of 
the kids called “jacks.” Five small rocks were placed on the 
back of the hand, thrown into the air, and then you would 
try to catch them in the palm of your hand. If you think 
this is easy, just try it. Whoever could catch these rocks the 
most was the reigning champion until the next big event. 
The boys were the best because they were faster and had 
bigger hands, but every one kept on practicing as often as 
they could. I could never win but I always got my one 
chance. One miss of all five stones and you were out until 
the next competition. 

Old socks that could not be darned anymore were a real 
find. We usually stuffed them with dry weeds and used 
our precious water colors to make faces. We had to be 
innovative to have toys when we were children, but no 
one seemed to mind. Many a shallow cave was dug out 
in the dirt banks and treasures were stored there where 
our friends or parents could not find them. Everyone had 
a treasure trove and guarded it with branches or rocks. 
Special colored rocks were sought after and treasured for 
years. Two empty tin cans and a piece of twine was quick¬ 
ly turned into a telephone for secret conversations. Finds 
like this were rare and highly prized. 

If we found two little terrapins, we would have many of a 
race. Old cans of discarded paint were highly prized and 
many little terrapins grew up with the colors of the rain¬ 
bow painted on their shells, and some with names that they 
would never answer to. We were never without a project, 
and we were all always looking for a treasure that could be 
used in the future. Another man’s junk was always what

we were looking for, if we were just strong enough to car¬ 
ry or roll it away. Sometimes things were so heavy that 
we had to have help, like for instance a hood of a car that 
made a sled big enough for three or four to ride on at the 
same time. We had fun, fun, and more fun and did not 
even know that we were under-privileged. 

At night you went to bed as soon as it got dark unless it 
was summer time and the heat drove us out of the house. 
These were the family nights under the trees in our front 
yard. All the neighbors brought their chairs and talked 
about the news of the day and we all played under the 
street light. As soon as the cold weather came every one 
moved indoors, and the highlight of the week would be 
when daddy would turn on the radio and we would hear 
Lowell Thomas tell us what was going on in the world. 

Amos and Andy were listened to on rare occasions. The 
‘Grand Ole Opry’ on Saturday night was what mother 
looked forward to every week. Radios were only used 
when an adult was there to turn them on. Some other sta¬ 
tions were listened to when it suited our parents. No one 
ever wanted to miss out on a treat like that, so we all tried 
to be on our best behavior. 

These were the nights when all feet were washed without 
even being told to do so. In the summer the wash pan 
was outside the back door, and all feet were washed before 
coming into Mama’s clean house. Mama kept a wash pan 
inside in the winter, and we even had to wash them in cold 
weather whether they were dirty or not, but it was worth it 
to be able to listen to the radio. 

Mommy always said, “Cleanliness was next to Godliness,” 
and she practiced what she preached.

good restaurant would not 
have been enjoyable for her. 
This surgery on her neck artery has been a nightmare. We 
elected to take a rain check and celebrate at a later date. 

July 2, 1924 is the day my mother was born. After Mom 
passed away in 1990 her birthday has always seemed to 
be the day when I remember her the most. My younger 
brother, Mike, and his family visited us in late June. We 
shared some memories at Mom’s gravesite in Sunset 
Memorial Cemetery. The flowers Bonnie and I had placed 
there in the spring were still radiant. Mom always loved 
flowers. She battled with Dad to keep him from destroying 
her flower beds with the lawnmower. My mother probably 
acquired the ‘love-of-flowers’ gene from her mother, Ruby 
(Smithers) Dickerson. Grandma Ruby’s home was always 
surrounded with beautiful flowers. Bonnie salvaged some 
of Grandma Ruby’s flowers and placed them in her equally 
beautiful flower beds. 

After I came to live in Witt Springs in 1984 many people 
were confused when I claimed to be the grandson of Bill 
and Ruby Dickerson. They would remark, “I did not know 
Bill and Ruby had a daughter.” Mom rode the migration 
wave north during World War II to seek a job. She soon 
met and married my father. By 1952 she was caring for 
4 children and only came back to Witt Springs to visit. 
It was a long 5-hour ordeal when our family of 6 made 
the trip from Dayton in the pre-I-75 days in Dad’s old 
green Dodge coupe. Mom always had a potty pan at the 
ready. The baby of the family, Mike, got the privilege to sit 
between Mom and Dad in the front seat or on Mom’s lap. 
On one trip Mike saw a Guinea in the headlights of the car 
as it crossed Sand Hill Road in front of us. He exclaimed, 
“There’s a chicken with a hat on!” 

Dayton, Ohio must have seemed liked paradise to Mom 
compared to her childhood home on Sand Hill Road. In 
the early 1940’s this area did not have electric, running 
water or other basic modern conveniences of the time. 
There were many life style restrictions also. One restriction 
Mom used as an example was that she was not allowed 
to wear shorts to town. Her life was closely monitored by 
her parents. With what is happening in today’s society that 
may be a better way. 

Mom acquired some good old-fashioned parenting 
skills from her parents. My 2 brothers, sister and I very 
seldom had to see a doctor. A visit to a doctor or the health 


department was reserved for acquiring our school shots. 
Mom always seemed to know how to treat our childhood 
illnesses—measles, mumps, chicken pox, colds, flu, rashes, 
and other afflictions. If she did not know she would seek 
advice from her many cousins or aunts who also migrated 
to Dayton. One special first cousin, ‘Midge’ (Rose) Stone, 
and Mom were very much like sisters. They talked on the 
phone nearly every day and literally raised their families 
together. Midge and Stony along with Butch (that’s what 
we called Earl Stone when he was a mere child) came to 
visit when my Mom was 9 months pregnant with her 4th 
child—Mike. Dad and Stony went to a nearby watering 
hole to have a couple cold brews. They received a 911 call 
to get home because Mom was ready to have her baby. 
Stony braked his coupe to a sudden stop in front of our 
home. Dad rushed to the porch to get Mom’s suitcase and

returned to get in the car. Midge hollered at him, “Walter, 
come back here and get this woman!” Stony took off in a 
flash headed for the hospital. When they landed on the 
other side of the hump at the Smithville Road crossing 
Mom nearly had my brother Mike at that moment. Dad 
kept pleading, “Not yet Myrtle! Not yet!” 

If any of us came down with cold or flu symptoms, Mom 
always coated us with Vick’s salve. The remedy I dreaded 
the most was the enema. She would fill me with water 
until I begged for mercy. Then I made a wild dash for the 
bathroom. I did not dare to get sick because I knew an 
enema may be forthcoming. We were very healthy kids 
most of the time. It may be because we ate plenty of dirt 
during our outside adventures. One of Mom’s best cures 
for our ailments was to hold us. We always felt better in 
her caring embrace. 

Mom would take all 4 of her children to downtown 


Dayton on the bus to shop at Christmas. My brother Ben 
would always stop to gawk in the store windows. Mom was 
forever telling him to catch up. I do not know how she 
handled all four of us. Thunderstorms do not frighten me, 
probably because Mom would sit on our tiny front porch 
during storms and let us listen to the potatoes falling off 
the tater wagon. Mom was not a good disciplinarian. She 
might threaten us with a belt, but she never had the heart 
to spank us. She usually started laughing. Her greatest 
weapon to improve our behavior was to say, “I’ll tell your 
Dad when he gets home!” That caused us to perk up and 
listen. My mother never got angry or raised her voice 
except with my father. She was always a gentle, kind person 
and very much the diplomat in her family. All her children 
were treated the same. No favoritism was shown. She gave 
up a lot in her life so her children could have a better life. I 
was blessed to have such a caring, loving mother. 

Bonnie and I were inundated with company during the 
long 4 th of July weekend. We had 7 visitors from Ohio and 
3 from Texas. It was a tiring, extended weekend but it was 
enjoyable to be able to visit with everyone. Our son-in- 
law, Danny, and his friends put on a spectacular fireworks 
display for us on Friday night. 

Unfortunately an event took place this month that will 
always be another July day of remembrance for Bonnie 
and me. We lost a good neighbor. Pat Leslie passed away 
at home on the 14 th of July. Pat had suffered with heart 
problems for many years and complications from that 
finally took her from all of us. Pat and Bonnie were very 
close friends for many years. They were the type of friends 
that shared their inner most thoughts and feelings. Losing 
Pat was like losing a family member to Bonnie. After 
her stroke Pat had difficulty getting her words to flow 
properly. She would get very angry and frustrated. Bonnie 
was always patient and told her she understood what she 
was trying to say, or would fill in the necessary words as 
needed. 

Bonnie and Pat were born the same year within a few 
days of one another in the month of June. They presented 
one another with a small gift and card on their birthdays. 
Pat always signed her card with a simple “Pat”. This year for 
the first time she signed Bonnie’s card with “Love, Pat”. She 
may have felt her time was near. Besides suffering the loss 
of a good neighbor, I will personally miss Pat’s delicious 
pecan pies. 

There will still be many powwows on Toy’s porch and we 
will continue to take Toy our excess garden produce, but it 
will be hard to look at the swing where Pat always sat. Our 
dog, Coco, continues to go to Pat’s swing looking for her. 
There is no doubt in our minds that Pat is with the Lord 
whom she loved very much. 

Our loss was softened somewhat because we have a 
granddaughter who turned 10-years-old on the 16 th of 
July. DeLainey is energetic and full of life. Her birthday is a 
good antidote to help counteract the sadness of losing Pat.

If you choose to drink and drive in Estill County - 
beware. The Estill County Attorney’s Office is joining with 
law enforcement throughout the nation for the “Drive 
Sober or Get Pulled Over” campaign, Aug.l5-Sept. 1. 

The strong nationwide impaired driving crackdown will 
include high-visibility enforcement, high-profile events, 
and will be supported by national paid advertising, creating 
a comprehensive campaign to curb impaired driving. 

“We aggressively watch for impaired drivers year-round,” 
Estill County Attorney, Rodney G. Davis said. “But by 
joining this effort, we will make Estill County’s roadways 
safer for everyone during the heavily-traveled Labor Day 
holiday.” 

According to the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA), on average, there is one alcohol 
impaired driving-related fatality every 51 minutes across 
America. High-visibility enforcement such as the “Drive 
Sober or Get Pulled Over” campaign reduces alcohol- 
impaired driving fatalities by as much as 20 percent. 

In 2013, Kentucky recorded more than 5,500 alcohol- 
related crashes, resulting in 138 deaths and more than 
3,000 injuries. During the Labor Day holiday weekend, 
eight people were killed and 295 were injured on our 
roadways. Two of those deaths involved alcohol. 


“We hope the campaign will serve as a reminder that 
those who choose to drink should never get behind 
the wheel,” Davis said. “But if someone does choose to 
drive while drunk, we will arrest them. No warnings. No 
excuses.” 

Adding one more tool to combat drinking and driving, 
Kentucky Office of Highway Safety partnered with Mobile 
Life Solutions last year to develop a free “Drive Sober 
Kentucky” application that may be downloaded at www. 
DriveSoberKY.com. 

The app contains phone numbers to taxi and limousine 
services and sober ride programs, along with a one-touch 
dial feature to report a drunken driver and information 
about the designated driver HERO campaign. If a local 
taxi, limousine or sober ride program would like to 
participate but is not included in the app, send contact 
information to infro@drivesoberky.com. 

“Driving impaired is simply not worth the risk. So don’t 
take the chance,” Davis said. “Remember, we will be out in 
force, so ‘Drive Sober or Get Pulled Over.’”

Operated by Kentucky River Foothills Development 
Council, Inc. (KRFDC), Outreach Office staff provide 
information and referral services as well as access to 
emergency financial assistance programs (when such 
programs are available) for basic necessities including 
food, shelter, and utilities. Even during times when it 
doesn’t have access to emergency assistance funds, KRFDC 
staff are available to offer referrals to other community 
resources that maybe able to respond to immediate needs. 
KRFDC staff can assist in making plans that may help 
alleviate future crises. 

“We’re excited that we had the opportunity to update 
our facility in order to continue meeting the needs of 
Estill County residents,” said Marilyn Tyree, Estill County 
Community Services Coordinator. 

KRFDC’s Estill County Outreach Office provides 
energy assistance through the Low Income Home Energy 
Assistance Program (LIHEAP) every fall/winter. LIHEAP 
assists income-eligible households with home heating 
costs through two programs: LIHEAP Subsidy (typically in 
November and December, or until all funds are expended) 
and LIHEAP Crisis (typically January until the middle of 
March, or until all funds are expended). 

Through the kynect Program, Foothills staff can offer 
assistance for local residents in understanding their 
options for health care coverage through the Affordable 
Care Act, or health care law. Funded temporarily through 
a Kentucky Health Benefit Exchange subgrant from 
Community Action Kentucky, the program provides 
education services and enrollment assistance to individuals 
for expanded Medicaid and/or Qualified Health Plans or 
the Small Business Health Options Program. This service 
is open to everyone. There are no income guidelines for 
help. Insurance plans purchased through the exchange or 
privately through an insurance agent or broker will cost 
the same whether assistance is used or not. kynectors

small businesses understand the offerings and determine 
what is best for them. 

KRFDC provides free Weatherization services to 
income-eligible families and individuals. This program 
works to reduce home heating/cooling costs and improves 
the safety of homes by providing energy efficiency 
measures. On average, weatherization reduces energy bills 
by 32%. Applications for Weatherization are taken at the 
Estill County Outreach Office. 

The agency’s Youth Investment Project serves high school 
seniors ages 16-21, in Estill and Powell counties. YIP helps 
youth prepare for college (visits and tours, applications, 
financial aid, ACT, supplies) and/or employment (resume, 
interviewing, dress for success, applications); as well as, 
community service; and leadership activities throughout 
the year. 

KRFDC’s Affordable Housing Program assists low 
and moderate-income households through homebuyer 
education classes and one-on-one homeownership 
counseling to purchase homes. KRFDC uses grant funds 
to provide assistance and the family secures a very low 
interest loan to cover the remaining cost. Persons living 
at or below a certain percentage of the median income, 
including homeless persons who are graduates of KRFDC’s 
Supportive Housing Program are eligible to apply for the 
program. 

Homeownership Counseling is a free service offered 
in Estill and Powell counties. This service is provided for 
first time homebuyers with low to moderate incomes and 
educates participants in every aspect of the home buying 
process. 

Examples of other KRFDC programs include Early 
Head Start/Head Start, Liberty Place Recovery Center 
for Women, Healthy Marriage and Relationship Project, 
Responsible Fatherhood, Supportive Services for Veteran 
Families, Community Collaboration for Children, 
Healthcare for the Homeless/Health and Wellness Center, 
and Transportation.

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Algal blooms pose 

Recent news reports of unsafe drink¬ 
ing water in the Great Lakes area has 
drawn national attention to toxic algal 
blooms. In Kentucky, cyanobacteria, 
also known as blue-green algae, recent¬ 
ly were reported in Green River Lake, 
Taylorsville Lake, Barren River Lake, 
Nolin Reservoir, and Rough River Lake 
at levels that prompted a recreational 
advisory. 

Algal blooms are accumulated pop¬ 
ulations of algae in freshwater and 
marine water environments. They can 
reduce water quality, so animals might 
not drink as much as they need to get 
them through the hot, dry summer. Of 
the more than 2,000 species of blue-green algae identified, at 
least 80 are known to produce cyanotoxins (poisons) that can 
seriously affect animal and human health. 

“Although algal blooms can occur at any time of the year, they 
happen most often in the warmer months of June through Sep¬ 
tember,” said Michelle Arnold, ruminant veterinarian for the 
University of Kentucky College of Agriculture, Food and Envi¬ 
ronment. “In freshwater, the majority of harmful algal blooms 
are caused by cyanobacteria.” 

Blue-green algae naturally exist in wet places. They thrive 
in warm, stagnant, nutrient rich water and are found often in 
ponds, lakes and slow moving rivers. 

While not all algae are harmful, farm ponds contaminated with 
fertilizer runoff or direct manure and urine are the perfect en¬ 
vironment for harmful blue-green algae. When the weather is 
hot and dry, rapid growth of the algae can result in a “bloom,” 
or a build-up of algae that creates a green, blue-green, white or 
brown coloring on the surface of the water. It may look like a 
floating layer of paint. If it’s windy, the algal blooms may concen¬ 
trate along the water’s edge, which increases the risk for livestock 
to ingest the algae when they come down to the pond for a drink. 

“Environmental factors such as water temperature, sunlight, 
water pH and nutrient concentration all affect when toxins will 
be produced,” Arnold said. “Cyanotoxins can affect the liver and 
nervous system and have been implicated in illness and human 
and livestock death in at least 35 states and in more than 50 
countries worldwide.” 

Animals that consume affected water may die suddenly or suf¬ 
fer from weakness, staggering or photosensitization depending 
on the toxin and how much they ingested. 

A few simple steps can keep livestock, pets and humans safe 
from algae poisoning. Always assume that a blue-green algal 

Stockpiling 

Beef cattle producers know that every day spent grazing 
can mean money saved. Using stockpiled forages is a great 
way to extend the grazing season and reduce the use of stored 
feed in the fall and winter months. Stockpiling is allowing 
vegetative growth to accumulate to be used at a later time. 
Using stockpiled forages can maximize utilization of pastures. 
Other benefits may include decreased labor, equipment use, 
and possibly reduce overall cost. Cost of buying hay and 
feed is usually the main expense for livestock producers. If 
hay is cut on-farm, equipment and labor costs need to be 
taken into consideration. Stockpiled forages can often be 
better quality feed than hay. It is possible to use most grass 
species as stockpiled forages but tall fescue is typically used 
in Kentucky. 

Tall fescue is an ideal grass to use for stockpiling. This high 
yielding, cool-season grass retains its quality and digestibility 
into late fall and early winter. Damaging frosts significantly 
reduce forage quality in grasses and legumes. This damage 
is less severe in tall fescue because of its protective waxy 
layer. Therefore, forage quality remains high. Protein content 
and digestibility decline at a slow rate in comparison to 
other forages. Higher amounts of crude protein and total 
digestible nutrients are maintained in stockpiled fescue 
versus fescue hay. Stockpiled fescue can be grazed to the 
ground with little effect on spring regrowth which allows 
for maximum utilization. Grazing this high quality forage is 
ideal for animals requiring high nutrient diets. When grazing 
fescue in the fall or winter the threat of fescue toxicity is 
reduced. Novel endophyte infected fescue or endophyte free 
varieties can be used to reduce these problems year-round. 
Stockpiling should begin in early to mid-August. At this time, 
fescue should be grazed or cut down to 3 to 4 inches to allow 
for new growth. Cattle should be removed from the paddock 
to allow optimal regrowth time and maximum growth. 
Fertilizer should be applied in early August. It is best to use 
a soil test to determine the

danger to livestock 

bloom is toxic. Provide clean, fresh water to animals and fence 
off their access to stagnant, scum-covered ponds. 

“Fencing off natural water sources and providing alternative 
water sources really is your best option,” said Amanda Gumbert, 
UKAg extension water quality liaison. “Don’t allow your animals 
to contaminate the water with feces and urine. Prevent fertilizer 
or manure runoff from entering water sources. Phosphorus is 
particularly important in fueling cyanobacteria growth.” 

If the water source is treated with an algaecide such as copper 
sulfate, prevent animal access for at least a week to allow degra¬ 
dation of any released toxins in the water. It is best to wait until 
ponds are no longer stagnant before allowing animals to drink 
from it. 

“Creating and maintaining natural buffers, such as trees and 
shrubs between farmland, housing developments and waterways 
can help filter out excess nitrogen and phosphorous before they 
reach the water,” said Steve Higgins, director of environmental 
compliance for the UK Agricultural Experiment Station. 

To protect humans, don’t swim in water with scum layers or 
blooms and avoid jet skiing, windsurfing, tubing or water skiing 
over scum or blooms. Don’t use untreated water for drinking, 
cleaning food or washing camping gear. Boiling water will not 
remove algal toxins. Thoroughly wash any skin that comes into 
contact with a bloom. Don’t eat shellfish caught or harvested 
from a bloom area. 

Farmers who notice algal blooms in ponds intended for live¬ 
stock use should get the water tested. Not all algal blooms pro¬ 
duce toxins. 

“Many algal blooms in Kentucky are composed of harmless 
green algae that may look like underwater moss, stringy mats 
or floating scum,” Gumbert said. “It is impossible to tell just by 
looking at the pond if it contains blue-green algae.” 

The UK Veterinary Diagnostic Lab can accept water samples 
and forward them to referral labs to identify blue-green algae 
and test for toxins. 

Visit http://vdl.uky.edu/TestInformation.aspx and search un¬ 
der “Toxicology” for further information regarding sampling 
and pricing. 

“Unfortunately, testing water for an actual toxin is problem¬ 
atic, because toxins are not uniformly distributed in the water 
source,” Arnold said. “Testing can be quite expensive and there 
are many blue-green algae toxins for which no diagnostic tests 
exist. To be safe, always assume that a blue-green algal bloom has 
the potential to be toxic.”

Tall Fescue 

tall fescue can increase these benefits. The use for stored feed 
is reduced and the stockpiled fescue can be used as a high 
quality feed. It can also reduce feeding labor and in many 
situations can save producers money. It is important to use 
the best management practices in order to make this practice 
profitable. It is essential to look at all aspects of an specific 
operation and to consider current prices before deciding that 
using this practice is best suited for a farm.

Make your own Salsa 

Tomatoes are now in season, 
and you might have more on 
your hands than you know 
what to do with. A great way 
to use excess tomatoes, pep¬ 
pers, onions, squash, zucchini 
and other ingredients from 
the garden is by making salsa 
you can enjoy fresh now, or 
preserve for use throughout 
the year. 

To safely can salsa at home, 
you have to use proper food 
preservation techniques. If 
preserved incorrectly, the sal¬ 
sa could not only taste bad but 
UK FCS Extension Agent also result in botulism, a dead¬ 
ly food-borne illness caused by 
toxins produced by bacteria in the canned food. 

There are thousands of salsa recipes out there; however, not 
all of them are safe for canning. As with any food preserva¬ 
tion recipe, make sure the one you select is research-based 
and meant for home canning. These recipes have been test¬ 
ed for their food safety and will ensure that you can at the 
right temperature for the appropriate length of time. Other 
salsa recipes, found on the Internet, in cookbooks or from 
the family recipe stash, should not be canned unless it has 
been looked at by an expert. If you have an old recipe that 
you don’t want to part with, you can send it to me at the Ex¬ 
tension Office and I can send it to the State Specialists for 
them to check and make any recommendations necessary 
to ensure that you have a safe recipe. Otherwise, you can 
still enjoy those salsas fresh or frozen for longer storage. 

Once you choose a research-based recipe - available at 
your local extension office-- be sure to follow it closely. Do 
not change the ingredient amounts. Never reduce the spec¬ 
ified amount of lemon juice, lime juice, or vinegar. By add¬ 
ing the right amount of one of these acids, you can safely 
can salsa in a boiling water canner. 

In addition to using the right ingredients and proper pro¬ 
cessing time and temperature, headspace, or the amount of 
space between the top of the jar and the food, is very im¬ 
portant. This allows air to vent from the jar during heating 
and creates a vacuum seal between the jar and the lid as the 
jar cools. For most salsa recipes, the headspace should be 
0.5 inch. 

Extension offers a series of home canning publications. 
FCS3-578, “Home Canning Basics,” provides an intro¬ 
duction to safe home canning. FCS3-581, “Home Can¬ 
ning Salsa,” includes recipes for beginning, intermediate 
and advanced canners, important food safety information 
and step-by-step instructions for canning salsa. Both are

accurate amount of fertilizer 
needed in an area. About 
40 to 80 pounds of actual 
nitrogen per acre has proven 
to be optimal for stockpiling 
fescue. It is important to take 
current prices and individual 
situations into consideration 
when deciding if this practice 
will be cost-effective. 

For stockpiling forages to 
be profitable, it is important 
to use the best management 
practices when it comes time 
to utilize them. It is best to 
start grazing stockpiled fescue 
in November or December. 
This allows for maximum 
growth prior to grazing and 
minimal quality loss. If other 
forages are being stockpiled, 
it is best to graze those fields 
first. Stockpiled fields should 
be grazed at high stocking 
densities to maximize forage 
utilization and reduce 
trampling and waste. Using 
a strip grazing method is an 
ideal way to graze these fields. 
Hay should always be kept 
on hand during the winter 
months to be prepared for 
adverse weather conditions 
such as snow or ice cover 
which might limit access to 
the stockpiled feed.

Students should check KEES 
accounts for accuracy 

Kentucky high school students and 2014 graduates should 
check their Kentucky Educational Excellence Scholarship 
(KEES) accounts for accuracy. KEES allows students to earn 
money for college by getting good grades in high school and for 
qualifying scores on the ACT or SAT. Students eligible for free 
or reduced lunches may also earn awards for good scores on Ad¬ 
vanced Placement and International Baccalaureate exams. KEES 
is administered by the Kentucky Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA). 

To check awards and personal information, students need 
to use the MyKHEAA function on www.kheaa.com. If they do 
not already have a MyKHEAA account, they can set one up us¬ 
ing the “Sign In” button on the KHEAA home page. Students 
can verify their KEES GPA is correct by taking the letter grade 
for each course taken during the year and converting it to a 4.0 
scale. On this scale, an A = 4.0, B = 3.0, C = 2.0, D = 1.0, and F = 

O. AP and IB course grades receive one extra point, making an A 
= 5.0, B = 4.0, etc. The GPA is calculated by adding all the points 
together and dividing the total by the number of credits earned 
during the year. Pluses and minuses are not taken into account, 
so an A-minus and an A-plus are both worth 4.0 points. 

In addition to KEES, students should check their personal 
information: name, date of birth, address and Social Security 
number. Students who need to have GPAs or other information 
corrected should contact their high school counselor. 

If students have problems with their MyKHEAA account or 
cannot see their KEES information, they should call the KHEAA 
College Access Team at 800-928-8926.

Kentucky students and parents who need 
help paying for college may now qualify for 
lower interest rates on Kentucky Advantage Ed¬ 
ucation Loans from the Kentucky Higher Ed¬ 
ucation Student Loan Corporation (KHESLC). 

Interest rates are fixed and are as low as 4.95 
percent. The exact rate will depend on credit- 
worthiness and choice of payment plan. 

The low-cost loans fill the gap between other 
financial aid a student receives and the total 
cost of education. Students should apply for all 
free aid, such as grants and scholarships, then 
for Federal Stafford Loans before applying for 
a private loan. 

To qualify for an Advantage Loan, the student 
must: 

• Be a Kentucky resident enrolled in an ap¬ 
proved school or a non-Kentucky resident en¬ 
rolled in an approved Kentucky school; 

• Be 18 by the date of application; 

• Be a U.S. citizen or a non-citizen with a proof 


of residency card; and 

• Have an acceptable credit history or an ap¬ 
proved cosigner. 

To qualify for a parent Advantage Loan, the 
borrower must: 

• Be the parent or stepparent of an undergrad¬ 
uate or graduate student, as determined by the 
Free Application for Federal Student Aid (FAF- 
SA); 

• Be a U.S. citizen or a non-citizen with a proof 
of residency card; and * I lave an acceptable 
credit history or an approved cosigner. 

The loans are available to students attending 
eligible colleges and universities. Applications 
may be submitted online at www.kheslc.com 
or at www.advantageeducationloan.com. For 
more information, call 800-988-6333.
